Rival Railroads—Fast Time. 
10400, June 3, 
The fast time between the Missouri 
river and Denver being made by rival 
railroads is attracting a good deal of 
attention. The Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fe made the first move, an- 
nouncing a schedule time of 28 hours 
between Kansas City and Denver. 
The Kansas-Pacific division of the 
Union Pacific retaliated with a 26- 
hour train, and now announces a new 
through schedule, embracing not only 
Denver, but also Cheyenve, Ogden 
and San Francisco. Beginning to- 
morrow, the trains will leave Kansas 
City at 9:45 4. M., reaching Denver at 
8:30 4. M., the actual running time 
being 22 hours and 45 minutes. The 
same train will reach Cheyenne at 
11:5 Pp. u., or 274¢ hours, connecting 
with the overland train for San Fran- 
cisco. A similar record is made East.

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‘THE MORTUARY ARTIST. 


A Comstock Undertaker Who Made a 
| Bad Guess. 

„Undertaking“ is a disagreeable 
business, butſthere are lots of money in 
it. A solid rosewood coffin built of 
redwood at a cost of afew dollars is 
disposed of to an afflicted family for a 
sum so large as to absorb the entire 
property of a deceased person and leave 
nothing for his heirs. For that reason 
the enterprising undertaker is on the 
lookout for business. He attends 
church, and keenly surveys the faces 


of the congregatior. with a critical eye. 
When prayer is requested by solicitous 
friends of a sick person for restoration 
to health, the undertaker ‘‘coppers” 
the invocation, and slipping away 
nimbly, deftly tucks his business card 
under the door of the invalid. He is 
jolly when pneumonia gallops througo 
a community, and howls with delight 
over a wholesale railroad accident. He 
can diagnosis a case of physical 
degeneracy of any kind with unerring 
certainty at a distance of fifty feet. 
He will look at a man in the incipient 
stages of consumption and appoint his 
funeral to the day and hour, and the 
is generally ready. He knows 
the dimensions of every man in the 
community, and the coffins he fur- 
nishes are always guaranteed to fit, so 
that the defunct customer can rest 
without danger of contracting chafes 
But the far-seeing un- 
dertaker sometimes gets fooled, like 
ordinary people. For instance: 
When it was reported on the Com 
stock that a number of men were 
imprisoned in a drift in the Alta mine, 
and were dead to a certainty, a Vir- 
ginia undertaker telegraphed to San 
Francisco for six coffins, to be sent up 
by express in hot haste. The caskets 
arrived in Reno this morning and 
were immediately shipped to Virginia. 
When the undertaker heard that the 
men in the drift were not dead, he 
was doubtiess stirred with tumultuous 
reflections over the reckless expense 
he had incurred in anticipation of a 
harvest of fat fees which he will not 


get.

THE ALTA ACCIDENT 


THE SEVEN MEN RESCUED FROM 
THEIR PRI-ON. 


‘wa Brave Men Lose their Lives ia 
Attempting te Penetrate the Drift.

| From the Enterprise of this morning.) 

About 4 o'clock yesterday morning 
the water was so far lowered that it 
was thought the boats could venture 
in. William Bennett, a nephew of 
Richard Bennett, the shift boss, and 
Denis Callahan took the canvas hunt- 
ing boat belonging to Fred Ritter, 
the gunsmith, and the flat wooden 
boat, constructed at the mine, and 
ventured into the drift. They had 
placed in the beats ice, water and 
some refreshments, and hoped to be 
able to force their way in to the end 
of the drift. They pulled out into 
the drift and that was the last seen of 
them alive. 

fA VENTURE ON FOOT. 

About 5 o'clock, there being no 
news from the men who had ventured 
out in the boats, George Gornert (bet- 
ter known as ‘‘ Dutch George“) and 
Anthony Smith started into the drift 
on foot, and waded in about 100 feet, 
when they found the large air pipe 
broken (this.is the pipe that takes the 
air from the blowers), and Smith de- 
clining to go further, returned. Gor- 
nert kept on for a distance of fifty 
feet further, and then returned in an 
exhausted condition. He became un- 
conscious immediately upon reaching 
the station, and was taken to the sur- 


face. Smith reported that upon the 
track of the drift was a car loaded with 
rock and other obstructions. He 
found io the drift an ice helmet, worn 
by Callahan or Bennett when they 
went in. The water on the station when 
the brave and unfortunate men entered 
the drift stood five feet and three 
inches. Afterwards others waded out 
into the drift and found that the large 
air pipe, which carries air from the 
blower to the face of the drift, was 
broken at a distance of about 100 feet 
from the shaft. They found beyond 
this a belt of hot and foul air, into 
which it was impossible to penetrate 
more than 50 feet. Superintendent 
Patton went down from this city about 
two o'clock in the afternoon, taking 
with him some of the “ salamanders ” 
from the Union shaft—men inured to 
intense heat, the object being to use 
them in repairing the air pipe and 
getting a circulation of air through 
its entire length. 

A HERO IN ARMOR. ö 

In the afternoon about 3 o'clock, 
when the water in the mouth of the 
drift had been reduced to about three 
feet, John Van Dusen entered the 
drift. He had on him an apparatus 
invented and constructed by Andrew 
Peasley, of this city. This armor con- 
sisted of a mask for the face, from 
which there was a rubber breathing 
tube passing into a tin box strapped 
on the man’s back, which box was 
filled with fragments of ice and per- 
torated with holes te allow of air pass- 
ing in through the pounded ice. 
Wearing this armor, Van Dusen struck 
boldiy into the drift. 

He was gune about half. an hour, 
when those at the station heard a call 
for help. Men went in the direction 
of the cry, and when out about 100 
feet from the shaft found Van Dusen 
in an exhausted and fainting con- 
dition. They brought bim out and 
supported him on the cage till he 


j reached the surface. Here he became 


unconscious for a time. The physicians 
in attendance gave him stimulants and 
in a short time he fully revived. 


WHAT VAN DUSEN SAW. 


As soon as Van Dusen was able to 
converse he said that he had found the 
seven men originally imprisoned in 
the drift, alive and all right. He said 
they were in the cooling off house, 
about 100 feet from the face of the 
drift. With picks or bars they had 
broken the pipe carrying compressed 
air and then so bent it as to carry the 
end into the cooling house. In this 
house, when they were first imprisoned, 
they bad nearly a barrel of ice water. 
When this was exhausted they poured 
into the barrel hot water from the 
drift. Then they twisted the end of 
the compressed air pipe down into the 
water in the barrel and allowed it to 
exhaust there. This rendered the 
water quite cool and drinkable. 

Toney had a light in the cooling 
hause, but nothing to eat. The great 
heat rendered them weak and feverish. 
To get the air as cool and fresb as pos- 
sible the men crowded rvund the bar- 
rel and breathed it as it came up 
through the water in the vessel. 

When the men found that there was 
ice in the bex which Van Dusen car- 
ried at his back they pulled the slide 
which served as a door and taking out 
lumps of the ice crushed them in their 
mouths as though they had been so 
much lump sugar. At last one of the 
mea warned the others to take no more 
of the ice, saying that if they did so 
Van Dusen would be unable to get 
‘out of the drift. |

were those they found in it. However, 
they recovered on reaching the fresh 
air sent in by the compressor. The 
men in the station ioformed the new 
comers that in the morning they had 
neen lights approaching far out in the 
drift, and asked who it was that had 
been trying to reach them. The lights 
they saw were doubtless those of Wm. 
Bennett and Denis Callahan, as they 
wers trying to make their way in with 
the boats. Though the six men had 
seen the bodies of Bennett and Calla- 
ahan while on their way in, they 
thought it bess %o say he about 
their having lost their lives. The im- 
prisoned men then asked if they saw 
any dead bodies in the drift aa they 
came in, they wishing to know if all 
had escaped at the time the bulkhead 
gave way. They were told that all 
got out but tnemselves. 

After resting and recuperating for a 
time, the six men set out on their re- 
turn trip and got out to the station in 
& greatly exhausted condition, but joy- 
ful that they were able to bring such 
good news as they were the bearers of. 


FRESH AIR SENT IN, 


Work was then pushed with great 
vigor on the air pipe, and at length a 
current from the blower was sent 
through its whole length. This grad- 
ually forced out the belt of foul air, 
and presently it was decided to make 
an attempt to bring out the bodies of 
Bennett and Callahan. This proved 
a hard task. One of the bodies was 
in 400 feet, and the other. 500 feet 
from the station. A shift of five men 
was sent in, and they were only able 
to bring a body out half way when 
they were forced to leave it and go to 
the station. Then another shift was 
sent in to bring the body the remain- 
der of the way to the station. 

The rescued men were first brought 
up to the 1,500 level and there allowed 
to remain and cool off for a time, as to 
have at once brought them up into 
the cool air would have made them 
very sick. 

A JOYOUS CHORUS. 


When the men were all safely out 
of the drift, the Alta whistle began a 
prolonged scream, and this was taken 
up all along the lode. It was kept up 
for about five minutes, just as in the 
case of fire in the early days, and for 
a time the whole country was made to 
howl. The only drawback to the 
general joy was the sad fate of the two 
brave ‘men, William Bennett and 
Denis Caliahan. 

It is said that the scenes that oc- 
curred at the shaft when the men were 
brought up and restored to their wives, 
children, relatives and friends were 
such as no pen could describe. Among 
all the spectators present there was 
the wildest excitement. Ip this city, 
when the whistles sounded the signal 
that the men were at last saved after 
their imprisonment of some seventy 


hours, people rushed out into the 


streets and shook hands right and left, 
and were 80 full of joy that they could 
hardly speak.

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Eureka’s Lawsuit. 

The Leader says: It is apparently 
the object of some persons to confuse 
the public with statements about the 
Richmond-Albion suit to make it im- 
possible to drew any correct or definite 
conclusions. The facts of the case are 
simply these: 

Judge Leonard fixed the bond at so 
high a figure as to absolutely prevent 
the Richmond from securing it in this 
State, and this was manifestly the ob- 
ject. The Richmond, in order to over- 
come this, carried it before Justice 
Field, who approved a bond for dam- 
ages and costs at $20,000. This bond 
covers all that was intended to be cov- 
ered by Leonard’s bond of $425,580. 
It enables the Richmond to carry the 
case before the United States Supreme 
Court, and that is all they are fighting 
for. The Richmond Company may 
upon the bond given move at any time 
for a supersedeas.
